Cengressleaal Leadership. 


The National Era devotes nearly four and a 


half columns to a survey of tbe present House 
of Representatives. We wish the article could 
be read by every Republican in the Union. 
It 


shhows that there are three parties in the 
House, neither of which have a majority th e 
Republican, Administration and Know Nothing 
—and though there was a clear anti Nebraska 
DMjority, yet a part of this majority was made 
up of Know Nothing, who had made all the 
difficulty. Banks was, the only man who could 
have been elected, and. after he was chosen, 
the union between the northern Know Noth- 
ings and Republicans ended. Culloin. a south- 
ern Know Nothing, wan chosen Clerk, by tbe 
vote, of a few inconsistent Republican!, and 
then some Republicans voted for Glossbrenner, 
Democrat, for Sergeant-at-Arms, to divest the 
organization of a party character, and to check 
Know Nothingism. Then a Door Keeper and 
Post Master were chosen from the Know Noth- 
ing, on condition of their supporting Follett, 
Republican, for Printer, but the Know Noth- 
ings refueed to ratify thmr part ot the bargain, 
and so an Administration Printer was elected. 
People, it says, bave wondered why nothing 
was don.) day after day, for Kansas, for six 
weeks after the organization of the House ; but 
the secret of all this delay was Know Nothing- 
ism, which would permit nothing to be done 
which would not enure to tbe benefit of the 
Order. Attempts have been made to make the 
anti-Nebraska sentiment tributary to Know 
Nothingisra, and to form a uniou-in which the 
Know Nothing creed shall be a constituent 
part, which would be ruin to the anti-Nebraska 
cau.e. 


The Era goe. on to state that the Members 


of Congress received the proposition to hold a 
Conference Convention ntPittiburg to prepare 
the way Jor a National Convention, with much 
coldness, and especially the Members, with few 
exceptions, from Pennsylvania, New Jersey, 
Connecticut and Massachusetts.

controlled the Fittsburg Conference, which 
came very near being an abortion, and which 
presented the spectacle of turning aside from 
it. legitimate business to halloo over and con- 
fer with the Know Nothing seceders at Pbila* 
delphia, who never even propoied or thought 
of uniting with the Republican., but were at 
the same time—after being cheated and spit 
upon by their slaveholding brethren—engaged 
ht calling a Northern Know Nothing Conven- 
tion to nominate a President in opposition to 
the Republican nominee. Well may tbe Era 
•ay in relation to tbe Republican Nominating 
Convention :

Week before last was wasted in a rain effort 


by the House of Representatives, to incorpo 
rate into a bi 11 regulating the Banner of voting In 
the District of Columbia a provision that natu 
ralized oitiieaa should resld. two years in the 
District after naturalization before Toting, thn 
extending, in effect, the term of naturalization 
tteo yean beyond the time established by Con 
greis. The original bill as repoiied by tbi 
House Committee, consisting of six anti-Ad 
ministration men—four of whom were Know 
Nothing! — and three 
Administration, was 


drawn in accordance with the present Natural 
ization Law, but Humphrey Marshall, South- 
ern K. N., moved to extend the time tuo years 
but afterward he modified it to one year. The 
present law require* a residence of one year 
before vetin;;, but by Marshall's amendment if 
a person had resided fat years in the District 
before naturalization be could not vote til] he 
had been a rasident of the District six yeari.— 
The Southern K. N's, of course, rejoiced at 
this opportnnity of creating division, gaining 
time, and diverting attention from the Kansas 
question. The Democrats opposed the move- 
ment. It was discussed all day Tuesday, and 
when on Wednesday, a motion was made to or- 
der the main question and take the vote, enough 
Republicans roted against it to defeat it, Mr. 
Billinghurst, of this State, voting with the K. 
N's, to keep the question open, and all Thurs- 
day was spent in factious opposition to the bill, 
the K. N's anil their allies resorting to those 
taccics to dofeat a just measure, which slave- 
holders have liitherto employed to carry slavery 
measures. We regret to see that but sixteen 
Republican Members voted steadily against all 
motions calculated to obstruct, mutilate or de 
feat the bill, or to prevent a fair expression of 
the opinion oi' the House on Humphrey Mar- 
shall's amendment, viz : Bliss, Day,Dodd, Gid- 
dings, Grow, Horton of N. Y., Hughston, Kel- 
sey, Mace, M( aohatn, Mott, Nichols, Spinner, 
Wade, K. B. Wasbburno and Watson.
